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in the background. Rulloff was identifled as the

companion of the two other men by s woman
with whom they had boarded.

The line of defense adopted by the prisoner
was one of the most subtle, novel, and remark-
able on record, and withal one requiring the

reatest assurance to propose 1o the considera-
ion of a learned court. Thelr argument was
that even if the prisoner did shoot the clerk,
his crime was but manelanghter in the second
degree, since it was committed to prevent the
fllegal Killing of a man who had abandoened the
design of committing a felony. With a refine-
hment of subtlety which momentarily perplexed,
even while it amused the court, Rnlloff himeelf re-

quested the 2“[!“0 tocharge the jury that o ltsell |

the return of the two burglars merely to rescus
their comrade, whose life was In danger, and
who wus calling for hkelp, was a strictly legal
and jostifiable act,

But the Hlimsy pretexts of the defense did not
avail. The judge with remarkable common
genee ruled out all the falee lssues raised to
confuse the minds of the jurors, and they, after
dellbernting neatly six hours, returned a verdiot
of gullty of murder in the first degree. It s
gald that when the verdict was pronounced
there was not a single sympathizing face ln the

onurt room, and some even went o0 far nsa Lo
¢lap their hands and expresa thelr approval in
otlier ways, so strong was the feeling against
him.

A motion {or a new trial and a of the
pru(.'m-t'iin;.:t\ was made aud argued, bol was de-
nied on the 12th of January, 1571, by Judge
H#yeboom, who then pronounced the sentence
of the court that Rullofl be hanged on the third
of March in the Court House yard of the jall of
Bingbamton. The saccused made no speech on
recelving his sentence, but sat down and tarned
smilingly to his counsel, makiog some joking
remark concerning it

But even then the prizoner and hizs conusel
did not cease their effurts. The Governor was
besought fn every way to interfere. e was
first asked to respite, and afterwards more
formally was nsked o commutle the sentence of
death, This was refused,

A petition written by Bulloff bimeelf, 1t is sald,
was then sent to the Covervor, asking him to
appoiut a commlssion de lunatico inguirendo to
make a report upon the mentsl condition of the
prisoper. This request the Govervor complied
with, and the commissioners made a report
ghowlng the perfect sanity of Rulloff. This
report was published fo full a few days ago.
The Governor on Tuesdny lnst notified the coun-
ge]l of Lhe prisover that he would not interfere
in the execution, &0 that the doomed man then
knew fully what he had to expect.

Notwithetanding the nunfavorable look of the
cnee, no effort or legal proceeding was spared
to defeat justice. Notonly wag the customary
farce of a motion for o new trial acted, but
varions othier forms were resorted to.

An appenl was taken from the jadgment of
the lower court to the Supreme Court at Albany,
but the decision of the lutter was unfavorable.
A writ of crror to the Courl of Appeals was
then taken. Under this, suceess was so far ob-
tained as o produce a postponement of the
execution uotil after the day of sentence fir-t
fixed for March 3d, which, therelore, necessi-
tated a repasging of the svotence for another
date, thould the writ not be sustaived.
The pretests upon  which the stay of

R proceeding  was obtaioed were of the most
flimsy churacter, and the conn=el for the pri-
goner were not able to uphold them, After
hearing the case patiently, the nnsnimons deci
gion of the Court of Appeals, given on March
28, was that the lower court repass sentence
ipon the prisoner. This was aceordingly done,
aud the second sentence was given, fixing
May 18,

8ince his hopes have been gradually becoming
more faiot, Kullofi has made what he calls a

| full confesslon, in which he acknowledees his

resence at the time of the murder for which
¢ was convicted, but sass that he himsell did
not do the deed. This assertion, however, con-
sidering the reputation of the man for trathful-
nese, must be taken with several grains of allow-
ance.

| Altogether the story of his career is one of the
most remarkable thateould pogsibly be imagined.
It is #ald that when he was the leader of the
robber bund, he not ouly devised plans of rob-
bery, but also plans of escape for his fellows
when in custody, aud even weunt go far as to
appear himeelf in open Court in their defense,
be haviog at ove time eutered the bar. In such
cases his fine lotellect was avle to do them good
service,

The moral of the recital is obvious. What
could be more of a warning to those about to
enter a life of erime than the end of this man,
whe, though possessed of the greatest learning
and intelligence, was not able to gvade the
laws? Not ope criminal In a thousand has
the same advantsges as  this movo, and
vet it all availed him not. And
then to think of the bhardships which he has
undergone In the pursuit of vice, none of waich
ke would bave had tosuffer bad the aim beea
virtue. His reward in life was penury, not
wealth as he anticipated. If one-tenth of the
ekill and knowledge used in the bad practices
had been nused for good ends, he might now be
respected, o happy and even a wealthy man.
ANl bis ingennity served only to bring him at
lust where a common eriminal would bhave ar-
rived years ago Sagh a warning (o yonng
men, and also to public edocators who care only
for the development of the mind to the neglect
of the conscience, has not been heard of for
many a day.
